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GOOD WORK 

The provincial police did a good stroke 

of work in tracing Radko to the Leaven- 
worth prison, and the law authorities of 
the province have done the right thing in 


peng af for his extradition that he 
may be placed on trial. 
That he was located and is being 


brought back does not of course convict 
him of the crime with which he is 
charged; it is conceivable that he may 
never be convicted. That has nothing to 
do with the fact that the police located 
the man upon whom suspicion rested, and 
that steps were promptly taken to bring 
him into court. 

Credit is due to the police and the 
Attorney General for the energy and suc- 
cess with which the case has been prose- 
cuted, The way to suppress crime is to 
catch and try those who appear to have 
committed crimes. 


READJUSTMENT ON THE FARM 


Farm figures given to the legislature 
by the Minister of Agriculture will arouse 
interest mainly because of the showing in 
respect to the increase of dairying. and 
the reviving attention that is being paid 
to livestock, 

This for two reasons, The year's 
record in regard to these branches makes 
a good deal more cheerful reading than 
the only too well-known history of the 
grain-growing branch. And these are the 
branches which promise the best returns 
to the farmer, and the best indirect re- 
turns to the townsman, for the future. 

It is good news to everyone that the 
production of creamery butter during 
January was 77 per cent more than in the 
corresponding month last year, and that 
there is a keen and growing demand for 
good breeding stock of all kinds. That 
means that the farmers are making real 
headway in the change-over from too ex- 
clusive grain growing to diversified farm- 
ing. 1e «outlook is brightening in 
proportion to the progress that is made in 
that readjustment. 


BETTER MAKE It PLAIN 

The public school board of the city is 
having a rather bothersome time trying 
to construct a high school building policy 
that will suit the views of the board and 
at the same time have a chance of getting 
the approval of the taxpayers. 

Having canvassed about all the other 
possibilities, how would it be if the board 
took its cue from the instructions that 
were handed it when the taxpayers turn- 
ed down the proposal to create a mam- 
moth central high school at the Victoria 
site? If that vote meant anything it 
meant that the ratepayers have no inten- 
tion of building a junior university on the 
Victoria site; and that they prefer re- 
gional high schools, built as exigencies re- 
quire, and so located that high school edu- 
cation will be within reasonably easy 
reach of children living in all parts of the 
city. 

For whatever reason, the school board 
does not seem willing to frankly declare 
its intention of carrying out a policy of 
that kind, Its present plan is to build a 
twelve-room addition to the Victoria high 
school; and to bulid two public schools in 
the west end of the city, which will leave 
the Westmount school clear for high 
school purposes 

Tf this means the adoption of a re- 
gional high school system, instead of the 
central high school project, why not say 
so, and draw up a systematic building pro 
gram that would give people in all sec 
tions of the city a clear understanding of 
when and how their needs are to be met? 
In the absence of such a program, the 
ratepayers may see in the present revised 
proposal an attempt to “put over” the 
central high schoo! project on the instal 
ment plan; and again turn down the by- 
law. Should that occur the position of 
the board will not be a very happy one 


ALBERTA OR RUSSIA? 


Ottawa reports say pressure is being 
brought to bear on the Government to 
“forget” the clection promises of last sum- 
mer and to permit the importation of 
Russian coal into Canada. In return for 
which concession, it is stated, there is a 
chance to sell considerable quantities of 
farm implements and other manufactured 
goods in Russia

have worked out an ingenious argument 
that the admission of Russian coal would 
do no harm to the Canadian coal mining 
industry, because the Russian coal is an- 
thracite. This, it is claimed, would come 
into competition only with United States 
anthracite, not with Canadian coal. It 
is even suggested that the Canadian min- 
ers might benefit from the development 
of the trade, as more of their product 
might be used in factories turning out 
goods for the Russian market. 

There are a couple of flaws in this spe- 
cious line of reasoning which reduce it to 
absurdity, if they do not show it to be 
sheer humbug. 

One is that Canadian coal is not used 
in any large way in the industrial estab- 
lishments in the eastern centres, where 
the manufacturing for the Russian trade 
would be done. The bulk of the fuel that 
is used there is bitumfMmous coal from the 
United States. It is to the mines and min- 
ers of that country that most of the bene- 
fit would go if these establishments were 
speeded up to fill Russian orders. 


The other disregarded fact is that an- 
thracite is the one kind of coal with which 
Alberta coal comes into competition in 
Ontario, and the only kind with which it 
can compete there. There is no possibility 
of displacing United States bituminous in 
the Ontario market with Alberta coal. 
Any chance there is to sell the Alberta 
fuel in that market lies in the possibility 
of selling it as a substitute for anthracite, 


Whether the anthracite used in Qn- 
tario comes from the United States or 
from Russia, means the same thing so far 
as the coal mining industry of this pro- 
vince is concerned. But if Russian anthra- 
cite can be laid down in Ontario at a price 
to under-sell United States anthracite, 
or as part of a bargain that would encour- 
age its use, it would to precisely that ex- 
tent destroy the chance of marketing Al- 
berta coal in that province. 


If the Dominion Government intends to 
make good its undertaking to give Cana- 
dian coal a preferred position in the Cana- 
dian market, the admission of slave-mined 
anthracite from Soviet Russia is one thing 
it cannot permit.

‘Tidings of the suicide of Nero (37-68 A.D.), the 
last of the Caesars, caused Rome to overflow with joy. 
It mattered not that he had acted to forestall a ter- 
rible punishment for his many crimes, 

They were so numerous and so horrible, as to 
thwart imagination. But none surpassed that which 
grew out of his infatuation for Poppaca, wife of his 
friend Otho, whom he could not marry, since his 
mother, Agrippina, would not permit him to divorce 
his own wife, Octavia. 

Poppaca, beautiful and begulling, but utterly with- 
out principle, aspired to be empress. insidiously she 
brought Nero to the point where he was willing to 
murder his own mother 

How to get rid of Agrippina was the question. To 
poison her would be difficult, since she had fortified 
herself by the habit of using antidotes. Assassination 
by the poniard would be impossible to conceal, 

Anicetus, childhood tutor of Nero, now command- 
er of the fleet, and a master of iniquity, who had long 
hated Agrippina, provided a clever idea, He proposed 
to build a ship which in the open sea would fall apart 
and sink, drowning her. Only the elements would be 
blamed 

Nero himself lured Agrippina aboard the ship. But 
when it foundered, she bravely leaped into the sea 
and managed to keep afloat until her own adherents 
rescued her. 

She pretended to Nero that she did not suspect the 
plot, sending him a message that, by the favor of the 
gods, she had escaped shipwreck. But the guiliy em- 
peror and his advisers could not believe in her cre- 
dulity. They feared she would start an insurrection. 

The villainous Anicetus again sprang to the fore. 
Cleverly he announced to the public that Agrippina’s 
messenger was an assassin sent to slay Nero, 

“Death to the murderess!” he cried, “Let me has- 
ten to her punishment.” 

At her villa on the Lucrine Lake, Agrippina await- 
ed the return of her messenger. Suddenly Anicetus, 
with Herculeus, commander of a galley, and Oloari- 
tus, @ marine centurion, burst into the chamber where 
she reclined upon her hed, 

Agrippina arose. She well knew her impending 
fate, but she stifled her agitation. 

“If you come from the prince,” she said, “tell him 
I am well; if your intents are murderous, you are not 
sent by my son. The guilt of parricide ts foreign to 
his heart.”

Europe could not cut into the 
U. 8. domestic market very serious- 
ly because it was pretty thoroughly 
protected by tariffs. 

And this domestic market was a 
4 magnificent market—is a magnif- 
icent market, 

On top of this the U. S. came out 
Of the war in a position of superb 
economic and financial strength, 

But mass production was—if I 
may mix my figures—champing 
at the bit to go; it was not content 
to enjoy its superb ‘strength and 
supply only——save for a normal for- 
bong trade—its great domestic mar- 

et, 

And so it went gunning for the 
foreign markets that had before 
been the customers of Europe. 

Burope had to shift gears and 
race for these markets; she set 
swiftly at work to modernize her 
industrial system to meet the com- 
petition. 

When the new efficiency of 
Europe began to show itself, the 
U. 8, jacked the tariffs still higher, 

This sent still lower the prices 
on the goods Europe had to gel! if 
she were to buy goods. 

And while all this was going on, 
Europe had to dig up the money 
to foot the bill of interest charges 
and the retirement of her debts, 

The net effect of all this has 
been to reduce Europe's purchasing 
power,

The Kelly gang consisted of Ned 
Kelly and his brother Dan, Steve 
Mart and Joe Byrne. Ned was born 
at Wagga Wagga, Victoria, in 1854. 
He was first arrested in 1870 upon 
suspicion of being an accomplice; fol- 
lowing insufficient evidence, the fol- 
lowing year he received a sentence of 
thres years for horse-stealing 

It is said that Ned Kelly first came 
to the notice of the police as the re- 
sult of a practical joke which he 
Played at the age of 16 upon a set- 
ler named McCormick He was 
charged with assault and imprisoned 
for six months. From this grew the 
hatred which he later so violently 
professed for all authority, 
RESISTED ARREST 

In the evening of April 15, 1878, 
the Kelly family resisted the attempt 
of Constable Fitzpatrick to arrest 
Dan Kelly for horse-stealing. After 
this the Kelly Brothers, with Hart 
and Byrne, went into hiding in the 
Wombat ranges. Their hand was 
now against every man. 

Not long afterward the gang am- 
bushed a police party consisting of 
Gergeant Kennedy and ‘Constables 
Mcintyre, Scanlan and Lonigan 
From this encounter only Constable 
MeolIntyre escaped alive, At this time 
Ned Kelly was 24 years of age, Dan

than 55,234 names a delegation repre- | 
senting the Alberta Prohibition Asso- | 
ciation on Friday interviewed Premier | 
J. E, Brownlee and members of the | 
executive council and presented a/| 
request for the abolition of beer par- | 
lors in Alberta. | 

Rev. J. W. Churchill of Lamont, | 
president of the association, and Mrs 
L. C. McKinney, representing the | 
Women's Christian Temperance Un- | 
jon presented the petition and out- | 
lined the objections they took to the | 
present system of sale of beer by the 
glass. 

Replying to a question by the pre- | 
mier, Rev. Mr. Churchill said the re- 
quest of the association was for legis- 
lation amending the existing liquor | 
act, 

“In the event of the government 
not.seeing-its way clear to do this 
what is your wish regarding the alter- | 
native, a plebiscite,” asked the pre-|

Magistrate Reminds Him 
That Perjury is Grave 
Offence 


A short course in memory training 
as applied by Magistrate G. B. Mc- 
Leod, had beneficial effects on A, Es- 
trin in city police court on Thursday 
afternoon, when the proprietor of the 
101 street Standard Exchange was 
called as a crown witness at the end 
of the hearing against Geo. Martin 
and Alfred Lafontaine, charged with 
breaking into and robbing the La- 
Flieche Brothers’ Limited clothing 
store. 

Estrin was himself arrested on Mon- 
day on a charge of being the fence 
in the case—of buying the goods

His Worship countered, “He can get 
the protection of the court under the 
Canada Evidence Act.” 

Following the noting of Mr, Baker's

ing of protection to Estrin, he was 
grilled by Mr. Cross with regard to 
| his knowledge Of the two accused or 
| of the stolen suits and overcoats, piled

knew nothing.

|legislation to bring about a turn-over 
| tax, be it resolved that the matter be 
jleft in the hands of the incoming ex- 
fecutive for action until such time as 
|} the government gives a more compre- 
hensive outline of the proposed legis- 
lation 

(2) Whereas certain legislation may 


j be introduced whereby merchants may 
be included in the amendment or re- 
|draft of the Debt Adjustment Act, be 
it resolved that Alberta retailers be not 
included in any amendment or re- 
draft with regard to the scope of the 
Act 

(3) Whereas it has been brought to 
the attention of the merchants that 
| the ends of justice are defeated by a 
| debtor transferring to his wife or some 
other member of his family his real 
or personal property, be it resolved 
that representations be made to the 
proper authorities to protect the cre- 
| ditors in a manner similar to the Bulk 
Sales Act, and that the executive be 
asked to draft and present to the pro- 
| Vinelal government a petition along 
| these lines 
| (4) Be it resolved tiiat tie incom- 
| ing executive endeavor to have the Al- 
berta branch of the Retatl Merchants 
| assoctation appointed as official as- 
| signee for the province of Alberta,

(7) Whereas a bill is to be presented 
{before the Alberta legislature asking 
|for legislation whereby manufacturers 
!of the province of Alberta be allowed 
| to sell or dispose of their manufac- 
tures direct to the consumer by mail, 
personal canvass, or by some means 
| directing such sale or disposal except 
through the legitimate retailer, be it
